Air Force Explorers Find More 
Secrets of Vast Arctic Region 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska—(AP)—The daring North Pole air force 


plane-landing party has uncovered more of the Arctic's secrets. 


One, a cache left by the Read Adm. Robert E. Peary expeditions 


In the early 1900s. had lain hidden nearly a half century. Others, sci- 
entific secrets, are as old as the Arctic itself. 


The air command told today of 


more of the work done by scientists 
and observers on the historic flight 
May 4 in which Lt. Col. William P. 
Benedict, of Paradise, Calif., land- 
ed a C-47 and took off three hours 
and 10 minutes later from the geo- 
graphic North Pole. 


Sound Ocean 


These were some of the results: 
The depth of the ocean below the 


ice was determined by a seismo- 
graph echo sounding at 14.150 feet. 
Dr. Albert P. Crary and his assist- 
ant, Robert Cottell, of the Cam- 
bridge 
Research Center, Cam- 


bridge, Mass., bored a 10-foot hole 
in a thick ice floe and dropped two 
pounds of TNT and exploded It in 
the experiment. 


The Admiral Penry cache wa« 


found on one of the plane's flights 
and landings over the region. The 
plwe was traveling at low alti- 


tude over Cape Columbia, Ellcs- 
mere island, where the Peary ex- 
peditions left the last land to start 
a 500-mile trek over the ice. 


The cache was spotted and upon 


landing the party found it con- 
tained names and dates between 
1900 
and 1909. There were four 


metal and wood boxes. 


Leave Memento?* 


In other work, the expedition left 


at the North Pole six watertight 
glass jars, wrapped in eye-catch- 
ing luminescent red silk. The jars 
contained notes about the expedi- 
tion and any finders were asked to 
record the date and position found 
and report to the air force research 
center. Such information may sup- 
ply information on the speed and 
direction 
of little-known Arctic

prohibits the company from col 
lecting the higher rates until the 
commission either rehearses the 
Illinois Bell request for

rates, which it has once refused to 
do, or until the commission takes 
the case to the state supreme 
court. 


The company declined comment 


on today's ruling. 


Last December the ICC refused 


to grant the rate increase, esti- 
mated by the company to total 
about $22,800,000 annually. Judge

company, commenting last nignt 
on the legal status of the rate 
boost, said:

WASHINGTON — S(AP) — Argu- 


ments on the legality of President 
Truman's seizure of the steel mills 
began before the supreme court to- 
day. 


John W. Davis, speaking for six 


major steel companies, led off for 
the industry in its efforts to have 
the high tribunal uphold District 
Judge David A. Pine's ruling last 
month that the seizure was unlaw- 
ful. 


Philip B. Perlman, solicitor gen- 


eral .and acting attorney general, 
waited his turn to plead for a re- 
versal of Pine's decision. 


300 Seats Taken 


AH of the approximately 300 seats 


in the high domed, marble-pillared 
court room were occupied when 
the court convened at 10 a. m. 
Would-be spectators formed in the 
corridors. 


The front-row seats were reserv- 


ed for attorneys, members of con- 
gress and other dignitaries. 


The court's ruling, whenever it 


comes, will be of historic' impor- 
tance. 


But the big question—whether 


the president has inherent powers 
under the Constitution to seize 
strike-threatened private industries 
in national emergencies—may go 
unanswered. 
The tribunal could

He 
wore a pistol on his hip, strapped 
into a holster with a gaudy silver 
buckle.

message was intercepted. The'for- 
mer aide staled it was sent by 
Communist troop commanders in- 
tended for headquarters in Peking.

•We are out of ammunition. We

% their eye-wtincss experiences at 


the scene of the blast. 


Bastian descnbed the light as 


"a gieat white brilliant light, like 
a magnesium light." 


With him, relating the eye-wit- 


ness account, weie S/Sgt. Thomas 
L. Tackett, Newbuigh, N. J., and 
S/Sgt. Mai tin E. Andeison, also 
stationed at Stewart field. 


According to the thiee airmen, 


they and 10 othcis fiom Stewait 


Wand numerous othei military pei- 


sonnel, stayed at Camp Desert 
Ri>:k pnor to the Apiil 22 
where they*ieceived indoctrination 
on what to expect when the actual 
test took place. 


The three emphasized that ar- 


rangements for 
the 
detonation 


were well planned and that the 
indoctrination lectuies weie very 
comprehensive. Nothing was foi- 
gotten, they agieed. 


ft 
Prior to the actual detonation, 


all those who weie going to ob- 
ser\e the explosion weie conducted 
through a dress reheasal of the 
real thing. 


On the morning of the explosion, 


they were given a ie-biiefing on 
what to expect. 


Although they could not say how 


far they were from the bomb blast 
point (ground zero;, other sources 
indicated that they \veie four miles 


Before the B-SO bomber released 


its cargo of destruction, the ob 
servers were all safely ciouched 
in their entrenchments. Lieutenant 
Bastian commented they had to be 
crouched down "so as not to be in 
a. direct line with the theimal iadi- 
ation" which is given off when tne 
bomb is exploded. 


Before the bomb 'was exploded 


"we heard the count over the pub- 


^jflic address system. Instruction was 


(repeated periodically so we knew 
•what to expect." 


Felt the Heat 


Lieutenant Bastian teportcd that 


at "about the same time as the 
light was seen we felt heat, about 
like that of a sun lamp,1 on our 
backs for a shoit duiation. After 
a few seconds we were given the 
command to rise." 


Sergeant Tackett and Seigeant 


tjk Anderson, who weie in an en- 


'trenchment apart fiom Lieutenant 
Bastian, said: "We lose from our 
entrenchment a veiy shoit time 
after the light and heat. As we 
stood up we heard the explosion 
and the shock wave (wind gustsj 
hit us from the front. Shoi tly thci e- 
after, the wave hit us from the 
back." 


Laughingly, t h e y commented 


that the shock wave "blew dust 


^tnto our mouths." 


Sergeant Andeison said 
that 


•when the explosion was heard hfc 
"got 'back in the trench thinking 
something would follow the cxpio- 
sion even though our briefing had 
told us there wouldn't be anything 
else." 


Lieutenant 
Bastian 
said 
that 


while ciouched down in his trcncli 
"a white light engulfed every- 
thing." He icported that the blast 


formed from a pinpoint of light and 
""developed into a multi-coloicd 
ball of fire. It was the ball of fire 
that we saw. It was a rising and 
aeathmg mass, like a foaming. 


large white cumulus cloud. The 
edges weie delicately laced. Ice 
which forms on the outside of the 
cloud forms the lacy edge." 


They reported they could not see 


the actual explosion since they had 
been warned it would injuie then- 
eyes. 


"The icport was like thunder." 


they agieed, although theie was 
•"no roll, just a loud icport. Some 
infantrymen there said it sounded 
like an aitillcry piece exploding.' 


Worse Than Hurricane 


The wind was descnbed by Ser- 


geant Anderson as "more than a 
wind." 


"Some of those observing weie 


even knocked down by it," he said. 
"It was worse than the November. 
^1930, huincane here," he con- 
tinued, explaining too that "a hur- 
ricane wind lasts over a period of 
time, wheieas the wind fiom the 
bomb,is of very shoit duiation." 


They explained that the wind 


fiom the bomb fiist hits a person 
fiom the fiont and then fiom the 
back because the explosion cieates 
a vacuum when the wind lushes 
out, and fills again when the wind 
tushes back. 


"It looked as though the (A- 


bomb) cloud was light oveihcad.' 
all chimed in, but it wasn't and Uic 
nois was much sharper Uian any 
one expected. 


Seigeant Tackett declaied that 


he "didn't expect too much. It was 
surpiising to me. A peison cannot 
grasp what the A-bomb blast is un- 
til it has actually been seen." 


When asked how he felt about 


being so close to the explosion, 
Lieutenant B a s t i a n commented: 
"You feel plenty close enough." 


The two seigeants descnbed Uic 


huge, mushroom cloud as looking 
"like a tolling doughnut, hollow in 
the center." They said the "explo- 
sion piactically cast a shadow 
acioss the valley, caused by the 
dust and the cloud. It seemed like 
nightfall for a short time." 


Befoie getting into their tienches 


pnor to the explosion, Sergeant 
Tackett said all the obseivcrs weie 
laughing and joking and catnip 
sandwiches. "Thcie was a gicat 
deal of levity, except foi the two 
minutes just befoie the blast, when 
all was seiene and quiet." 


They all agieed that "we didn't 


have enough time to see all v/v 
wanted. It was like watching a 
seven ling ciicus and seeing onlj 
two rings.

That 
was the White House's highwater mark in public relations in 


• this case. The tide has been running out ever since. " 


The next night the steel industry produced Clarence B. 


Randall, president of Inland Steel Co., on TV. He blistered 
the president. 


The president told his listeners the industry could raise 


wages without raising prices because, he said, it was making 
a profit of $19 a ton. He neglected to say this was profit 
before taxes, an omission he may have regretted because 
Randall denounced him for it the following night in telling 
industry's side.

Randall wasn't relying on just one speech in his bid for 


public opinion. He has a high-gear publicity firm which has 
been loading down the mailmen with Randall speeches and 
other things ever since. 


Meanwhile, the Republicans in congress, for various rea- 


sons which may not be altogether unconnected with politics, 
hopped dn the president for the seizure. And Truman's Dem- 
ocrats in congress haven't done much to pull the Republicans 
off. 
Mostly they've kept their mouths shut. 
The president, answering a question at a news confer- 


ence, gave his opinion on a president's power to seize news- 
papers. He could have said "no comment" or taken his time. 
Instead, he bounced out a reply. The reaction was terrible.

The criticsm and needling must have irritated the presi- 


dent more than he's willing to admit for once more at a news 
conference he tried to explain presidential powers. The re- 
sult was just ..as bad.

Mongoloid Quid Not Fault 
o 


Of Parents: Cause Not Sure 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D 


A correspondent writes "my baby 


was born 
three 
and 
one-half 


months ago. One doctor said that 
he was a mongolian baby, another 
thought he was, and others say 
he isn't. Please write about mon 
golism in your column." 


It should be possible to make a 


definite decision as to whether this 
baby is mongolpid or not since 
the signs of this peculiar condition 
are present at birth and can be 
diagnosed then 9 times out of 10. 


In mongolism, the skull is.small 


and round, the slits for the eyes 
are narrow and tilted and a fold 
is present over the inner margin of 
the eye. The cheeks are often red, 
the hair is coarse, the teeth appear 
late, the tongue tends to protrude 
and the nose is stubby and de- 
pressed, with the nostrils angling 
forward. 


The name "mongolism" comes 


from the appearance 
which is 


something like that .of the far- 
eastern race known as Mongols. 


Most mongoloid 
children 
are 


happy and friendly. During infan- 
cy they are great imitators and 
often like music. They rarely learn 
to speak properly and the voice 
tends to be rough and harsh. Many 
die in infancy and few live beyond 
their teens. 


Many possible causes have been 


suggested, studied, and abandoned. 
Some people think, or at least have 
thought that 
mongolism 
comes 


from some hereditary tendency, 
the exact nature of which has not 
yet been discovered. In recent 
years, however, most of those who 
have studied the subject agree 
that there is a definite relationship 
between the age of the mother and 
the frequency of mongolism in a 
child, that is, the older "the mother 
the greater the chance of having 
a mongoloid child. 
SEPARATION DESIRED 


The birth of a mongoloid child 


comes as a terrible shock to the 
parents. It should be considered 
as a pure accident and doe's not 
reflect in any way on the parents, 
the diet, the medical care, or any 
other known factor. Most doctors 
experienced in this field believe 
that mongoloid idiots should be 
committed 
to an institution as 


soon as possible after birth. Im- 
mediate separation before emo- 
tional ties are formed is the best 
solution for family and child.' The 
chances are good (about 20 to 1) 
that .other children born later will 
be normal.

Our Father in heaven, who 


loveat all men, increase the spirit 
of brotherhood in the world. In- 
spire in our hearts love of justice 
and fair play. Hasten the day when 
all men everywhere will De free 
and when, governed by the spirit 
of thy Son, we shall see in the face 
of every fellow creature the fea- 
tures of a brother and friend.

The general said he was housed

had planned to release him during 
a flower-decked ceremony .on May 
11. They planned to garland the 
general with wreaths and march 
him between rows of POWs when 
they turned him 
over

Charles F. Colson. who was named 
camp commander when Dodd was 
seized. 


Nothing was disclosed on what 


happened to Dodd during the 78 
hours he was a hostage in his own 
prison camp. 


But Raven described the capture 


in detail. 


Started Day Before 


He said the trouble at Compound 


76 actually started on May 6, the 
day before the Dodd kidnaping. A 
work detail of prisoners returning 
to the compound was searched and 
found to have "contraband" which 
Raven listed as four watches, 18 
new pencils, two rings, three tooth 
brushes and a cigaret lighter. 


He said the prisoners had sold 


clothing or toilet articles to local 
citizens and used the money to buy 
contraband. 


Raven said that when the for- 


bidden articles were taken the 
work detail refused to go into their 
compound. They agreed only when 
told that the articles would be re- 
turned and that Dodd the next day 
would come to talk to them. 


The next day at 2:30 p. m. Dodd 


went to the compound. He and 
Raven began talking with the pris- 
oners through the barbed wire 
fence. The Red negotiators dragged 
out the talks, he said, until a work 
detail went through the main gate 
where the conference was being 
held 


Gate Open 


The gate remained open several 


minutes. Raven said he and Dodd 
were too engrossed in talking with 
the Reds to notice the gate. 


"Several prisoners moved over 


to close the gate," 
Raven said, 


"and then they got behind us." 


He said the Red POWs rushed 


him and Dodd and that "five were 
on me and at least 15 had hold of 
the gen«ral." 


Raven said he saw Dodd strug- 


gling with his captors until the 
general disappeared behind a com- 
pound building. Raven himself was 
busy fighting off his attackers. He 
finally kicked and fought free with 
the help of Capt. Joseph S. Hunter, 
Honolulu, who was in charge of 
Compound 76, and an American 
guard. 


He said infantry reinforcements 


were rushed to Compound 76 and 
that the enclosure was surrounded 
and secured within 20 minutes. 


The prisoners camp apparently 


was normal today. 


Running Things 


Camp officials were in control 


out side the prisoner compound. 
But it was obvious that the Com- 
munist prisoners 
were 
running 


things to suit themselves inside. 


An officer was asked whether 


prisoners ever were punished for 
infractions of camp rules. 


"Punishment?" 
he asked. "I 


don't even want to talk about it." 


He said it was in direct viola- 


tion of prisoners of war regula- 
tions for POWs to raise their own 
flags. But the North Korean ban-

"No one is entitled under the act 


to be put on probation as a matter 
of right. The release depends en- 
tirely upon the facts*and the dis- 
cretion of the court. 


"The court, however, is not per- 


mitted to grant probation unless it 
shall be satisfied that there is reas- 
onable ground to expect that the 
petitioner 'may be reformed and 
Lhat the interests of society will 
be subserved. There is no definite 
way of proving these two condi- 
tions, but both grounds must be 
present and the court be of the 
opinion that the applicant will be" 
reformed and that society will not 
suffer. 


"Whether or not those conditions 


exist must necessarily rest upon 
probabilities, as only the future can 
determine whether or not such pur- 
pose will be carried out. 


Law Abused 


"The theory of this law was. and 


is, good. It is only fair and just 
that nearly every person, in al- 
most every case, be given another 
chance. $ut, in my opinion, this 
law is being abused and violators 
now demand, as a matter of right, 
the protection and help originally 
intended for sincerely 
repentent 


first offenders. 


"There is no appeal from the 


order of the court in these cases 
which makes it indeed a lonely re- 
sponsibility for the acting judge. 


"Before any of the defendants at 


this term of this court pleaded 
guilty, they had been advised by 
the court that in its opinion, espe- 
cially in this county, the probation 


was being abused; that

Not a Right 


"Thus, then I repeat for all who 


will listen, never again believe pro- 
bation is a right. Take my wordl 
for it, it's a privilege, which the 
court alone can grant when he be- 
lieves .both elements are present, 
the possible reformation of the ap- 
plicant and the reasonable certain- 
ty that neither the general pubUc 
nor any one else will be harmed.

That'does not answer the 
requirement. The citizens of this 
and surrounding counties have cer- 
tain rights in the matter and those 
rights should be protected as well 
as the personal aspirations of the 
petitioner and his friends and rela- 
tives. That is the way it is going 
to be so far as I am concerned, and 
every defendant who appears be- 
fore me while I am judge and 
pleads guilty wants to keep in mind 
that I am not only interested in 
his reformation but I am also in- 
terested in what he may do to his 
or her associates and the public in 
general. 


Every Case Separate °, 


"Every case to me, is a case of 


its own and I have not, and do not 
intend to adopt, some blanket sys- 
tem where every defendant gets 
the same treatment. He will get 
just what I believe he is entitled 
to. 


"A-boy who steals a carton of 


cigarets or some comparatively 
minor article, presents a case; a 
boy who -steals a $2.000 automobile 
presents an entirely different case 
and will be treated accordingly. 


"The law provides that the court, 


as part of the probation, may im- 
prison the defendant for not more 
than six months or that he may 
assess a fine, or both. The fine 
ordinarily means absolutely noth- 
ing. 
If it is a fine his father or- 


mother or his friends may pay for 
him, there is ijp punishment about 
that.

May Be Next 
Curb to Go 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Senti- 


ment is growing in some govern- 
ment circles for an 
easing of 


down payment 
requirements on 


houses in the medium and upper 
price brackets, which have not 
been selling too well. 


Several members of the Federal 


Reserve Board, which administers 
Regulation X over housing credit, 
favor the move, it was learned 
today. 
•The board 
is 
surveying 
the 


prospects and. will talk things over 
with Raymond Foley, Housing and 
Home Finance administrator, who 
would have to concur. The hous- 
ing agency was reported cooler to- 
ward the proposal than some re- 
serve board members. 


A final decision is expected in 


the next few weeks. 


Regulation X now requires a 


sliding scale of down payments 
starting at $1,550 for a 
conven- 


tional loan on an $8,000 house and 
zooming to 50 per cent aown on 
all houses above $24,500. 


Loans guaranteed by the gov- 


ernment 
for veterans smaller 


down payments, from $750 for an 


$9,000 house to 45 per 
cent for 


houses above $24,500. 


Some board members think the 


present scale has some lumps in 
it, with down payments increas- 
ing out of proportion to the price 
on homes of $15.000 and above. 


These members say 'one-third 


down would be an adeqate require- 
ment 
for 
the 
highest 
priced 


homes. 
Starting downward from 


this point, they would install a 
lower and . more even scale of 
down payment requirements until 
they approached the present scale 
at about the $15,000 class. ' 


The housing market as a whole 


is booming, but surveys by the re- 
serve board show'that- 'sales of 
houses costing $15,000 and more 
are relatively slow.

force investigators

omers, after checking hundreds of 
eyewitness reports, said today a 
fiery object which exploded with 
violent force over Seattle and the 
surrounding Puget Sound country 
early Sunday 
probably 
was a 


meteor. 


They continued questioning wit- 


nesses from Olympia, so 
miles 


south of here, to Bellingham, 80 
miles north, however, and started^ ' 
a search for "strange" material 
they said-might have come from a 
meteor. 


The object flashed across the 


sky at 2:26 a. m., CST, Sunday. 
Airline pilots and ground observ> 
ers said it exploded with a blind- 
ing flare and burst into flaming 
streamers. The rumbling concus- 
sion that followed rattled windows 
and shook doors. 


Col. T. Allan Bennett, command-< ] 


ing officer of the 25th air defense 
division at McChord air force base 
near Tacoma, and Dr. J. Hugh 
Pruett, University of Oregon as- 
tronomer and Pacific regional di- 
rector of the American Meteor 
Society, agreed it probably was a 
meteor. 


Bennett said none of the radar 


installations in the Pacific North- 
west picked up the object on their 
screens and he doubted the ob-|* 
ject could have been an aircraft ~ 
or guided missile. 


Some observers said the object 


appeared to be as low as eight 
thousand feet. However, Dr. Pruett 
said meteors usually cease to glow 
at 25 to 30 miles. 


There were no reports of damage 


caused by the blast.
